WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Eisenhower b it­ 
terly criticized the Senate 
today for rejecting Lewis 
Ii. Strauss’ nomination as 
secretary of commerce. He 
said “the American people 
are tin* losers.*’ 
The President, who met for 20 
minutes with Strauss, summoned 
newsmen to his office and read 
his hand-written comment on the 
Senate vote early this morning. 
Strauss w'as refused confirma­ 
tion by a 49 to 46 vote. The ac­ 
tion automatically removed him 
from the cabinet post he has held 
.•once last November by a recess 
appointment. 
Eisenhower had stood firmly by 
his nominee during the acrimon­ 
ious fight over confirmation. 


Served Four Presidents 
His formal statement described 
Strauss as a man who had served 
“ loyally, honorably and effective­ 
ly’’ under four presidents 
The President added that he 
was losing “a truly valuable as­ 
sociate.” 
He went on to say that if the 
nation was to be denied the right 
to have Strauss serve in the cabi­ 
net. then the American people are 
the losers. 
When he finished reading the 
.statement, the President said a 
“thank you” to reporters and 
handed his notes to Press Secre­ 
tary James C . Hagerty. 
The statement said: 
“ Last night the Senate refused 
to confirm the nomination as sec- 
j rotary of commerce of L e w i s 
I Strauss—a man who in war and 
in peace has served his nation 
loyally, honorably and effectively 
under four different presidents.
